It  loves  to  be  set  in  a  low,  rich  level  of  the  rockery  and  braves  frost,  wind  and 
rain  with  amazing  hardiness.  Our  plants  are  especially  strong  specimens. 

Alpines  may  be  planted  either  Spring  or  Fall  whenever  the  ground  can  be 
worked.  With  the  first  warm,  sunny  days,  even  before  the  cold  really  leaves, 
the  little  things  will  seem  to  hurry  their  growth  as  if  eager  to  show  their 
dainty  sheets  of  bloom. 

All  our  hardy  rock  plants  are  grown  out  in  the  open  field  for  at  least  two 
years,  thus  insuring  absolute  hardiness  and  they  are  grown  under  such  soil 
conditions  as  to  give  perfect  transplanting  conditions.
